Miss Stopa died just a few hours 
before Chicago police, who were 
seeking her in connection with the 
slaying of Henry Manning, aged 
caretaker at the home of Y. Ken- 
iey Smith, wealthy advertising 
man, Thursday. The woman, ac- 
cording to the police, in a jealous’ 
rage, went to Smith's residence for 
the purpose of killing him and his 
wife after he had refused to ob- 
tain a divorce, and shot Manning 
when “he attempted to protect Mrs. 
Smith. 

Recognized by Another Guest. 

Mystery surrounded the death of 
Miss Stopa in Detroit. She regis- 
tered at the hotel under the name 
of Glasgow. A guest at the hotel 
saw the woman in the writing 
room and thought e recognized 
her from newspaper photographs. 
He looked over her shoulder and 
saw she was writing a letter to 
Mrs. Inez Stopa, 1905 Augusta 
street, Chicago. He then notified 
Frank A. Duggan, assistant man- 
ager of the hotel. When the as- 
sistant manager went to the place 
where the woman had been sitting. 
she was gone, according to hotel 
attaches. According to the Coron- 
er, the letter was not among Miss 
Stopa’s effects when he was called 
later. 

Shortly after the hotel was told 
that Miss Stopa was there, a call 
came from the room occupied by 
the woman who registered as Glas- 
gow, saying she was ill. A house 
physician who went to the room, 
rapped, and receiving no response, 
opened the door, just in time to see 
the woman fall backward on the 
bed. She died within a few min- 
utes. On the dresser was a bottle 
that had contained poison. 

The Coroner's office was notified 
and the body was taken to an un- 
dertaking establishment. The 
woman was fully clothed, expen- 
sively, but plainly. No report of 
the suicide was made to police, ac- 
cording to officers. 

How Police Learned of Suicide. 

Three hours later police were 
notified by Chicago officers that 
Mies Stopa had been seen at a ho- 
tel in Detroit. They were told to 
look for her also under the name 
of Glasgow. After looking over 
the hotel register they discovered 
the woman had committed suicide. 
At the undertaking establishment 
polfee detectives identified the 
woman as Miss Stopa. 

According to the Coroner, Miss 
Stopa had no baggage except a 
small bag containing lingerie and 
some toilet articles. A §tietter, 
signed “Kenley” and addressed to 
“Dear Wand Jean” and an address 
book also were found. The letter 
threw no light on the tragedies in 
Chicago or Detroit. The address 
book showed the names of a num- 
ber of prominent persons in New 
York City, many of them writers

APPROPRIATION FOR NAVY 
CRITICISED AS TOO HIGH 


Several Democratic Senators At- 
tack the Supply Proposals as 
Excessive,

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Critl- 
cism of “continued enormous naval 
appropriations” was voiced by sev- 
eral Democrats today as soon as the 
Navy Department supply bill for 
1925 was taken up in the Senate. 

Pither amounts approved by the 
Senate Committee were excessive, 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah, con- 
tended, or the results of the Wash- 
ington arms conference had been 
exaggerated. 

Chairman Hale of the Naval 
Committee estimated the confer- 
-ence had saved the United States 
$200,000,000 which would have 
been spent to complete war vessels 
under construction or projected, 
ind an equal sum in annual maine 
tenance. He explained that the 
present naval estimate had to take 
into account the fact that every 
commodity purchased for the serv- 
ice was higher in price. 

““‘No reason has been given” Sen- 
ator King insisted, “why in these 
days of peace, with Japan elimip- 
ated through her idsaster arffl other 
nations delaying naval expansion, 
we should be expending $600,000,- 
000 a year on our Army and Navy.”

He bought bar 
fixtures secondhand, and there 
Charlie Murphy's first saloon came 
into being.

In that office two things of tre- 
mendous importance came into 
Murphy’s life.

The imagination of Cram and 
the energy and power of Murphy 
made the Dock Department a mar- 
vel as a parent of sudden and 
money-making business enter- 
prises. Moreover, Cram came from 
a wealthy and aristocratic family 
and was a graduate of 
and gave Murphy an insight into 
a side of life completely foreign to 
his East Side environment. 

Murphy all his life was reserved 
and dignified, and hig contact with 
Cram served to accentuate and 
develop this characteristic. 

Murphy was reputed to be worth 
about $400,000 when he became 
Dock Commissioner. He was said 
to have increased that fortune™o 
the neighborhood of $1,000,000 
through his salary, perquisites and 
shrewd speculations while in that 
office.

THE SUICIDE RECORD. | 

That the number of suicides in St. Louis has’ 
shown an annual increase since 1922, according to 
the Coroner's statistics, is regrettable. But there 
ils no reason to fear that this increase will con-' 
tinue. The World Almanac figures show that. 
beginning with the year 1912, the suicide rate in 
the big cities has varied, rising and falling, the low- 
est being 12 per 100,000 population in 1920 and 
the highest 19.9 in 1914. In 1922, the latest avail- 
able figures show, St. Louis bad a rate of 20 sui- 
cides per 100,..00 population, as compared with 
Los Angeles, 30.3; San Francisco, 30.4: Portland. 
Ore., 27.2, and San Diego, Cal. (the highest), 47.8 

There is much room for improvement, however. 
for several cities have much lower rates, the lowest 
being Richmond, Va., with only 7.1 suicides per 
100,000. 

How to diminish the number of suicides, or per- 
suade people to avoid it altogether, is a problem | 
for statesmen, religious leaders, social workers. 
legislators and the press. In fact, everyones can do 
something to this end. Let young people, in the 
schools and elsewhere, learn that suicide is seldom 
or never excusable. | t them learn to say, with 
Dryden:

THE WASHINGTON EPIDEMIC. 

The epidemic that broke out with such 
violence in the early winter at Washington 
is being slowly brought under control. 

The laboratories are busy examining the 
various exhibits obtained by the investi- 
EFating committees and a germ has been iso- 
lated, that when cultivated on an oi] media 
and injected into a full-grown ape, produces 
all the symptoms. 

It is claimed by some of the older and 
more experienced that the disease is not 
new, but has long been endemic in the 
country, and that it is nothing more or less 
than the old “High Finance” fever, vulgarly 
known as “Thief's Itch.” The seriousness 
of the present outbreak is attributed to the 
fact that recently the germs have developed 
in ill-protected oil wells upon which media 
they acquired an unprecedented degree of

The doctors tm attendance are not very 
well agreed on a line of treatment, Dr. Gop 
holding that the disease is self-limiting and 
will burn itself out, while Dr. Dem. insists 
on active measures: blistering, bleeding and 
violent purgation. There is some talk of 
calling in a third party for consultation, and 
there are those who maintain the whole 
trouble is caused by decayed teeth and sug- 
gest a dentist. 

The treatment that seems to offer most 
in these cases is segregation. with hard lia- 
bor and a light liquid free diet. As prophy- 
laxis a due observance of the Ten Command- 
ments, especially from the seventh on, is 
highly recommended.

Preserves From Pineapples.

VEGETABLES NEEDED 
IN CHILD’S DIET 
OUNG ¢hildren may be given 
ea the young and tender parts of 
celery and lettuce, a satisfac- 
tory way of serving them being, in 
the form of sandwiches, says the 
United States Department of Agrt- 
culture. For this purpose salt 
slightly and chop or cut the celery 
into small pieces. 
Wash all vegetables with great 
care, whether served raw or 
cooked. Scrub large vegetables, 
such as potatoes and carrots, with 
a brush. Greens should be washel 
leaf by leaf under running water, 
or in a large amount of water, 
until free from grit and visible 
dirt. In the latter case any sand 
which clings to them is likely to 
sink. To prevent it from again get- 
ting on ‘the vegetables lift them 
from the water instead of pouring 
the water off. 
Serve most vegetables when 
cooked asa separate dish, either 
steamed, boiled, baked or stewed. 
If the supply of fresh végetables 
is not generous, use with them the 
juice in which they are cooked, as 
far as possible, or put it into soups 
or gtews. 

Experience has. shown that veg- 
etables, particularly green vegeta- 
bles are at their best when cooked 
until tender, but not until com- 
pletely wilted. | 

Vegetables may be served either 
quite simply seasoned with salt or 
with a little milk, cream or butter 
to improve or vary the flavor. Oil 
may be to dress greens instehd 
of butter. These simple methods 
are better for children than com- 
plicated ones like frying or scal- 
loping. For the smallest children, 
chop finely..such vegetables as 
greens, and if the tougher portions 
of other vegetables, such as the 
skins of green peas, are found to 
disagree with a child, remove them 
by putting the cooked vegetable 
through a sieve. Do not give small 
children such vegetables as raw 
radishes or cucumbers, which 
might easily be swallowed in large 
pieces and not digest well.

of the dim radio past, about a year 
or sO ago, and compare our present con- 
dition with those of yesteryear, we come 


to the conclusion that we are making: 


considerable progress. Even though we 
consider ourselves “old-timers,” and call 


ourselves competent to judge without 
biaa, it is hard to do so without direct 
and instantaneous comparison. 


As an illustration, I at one time had a 
friend listen to a loud speaker I was par- 
ticularly proud of, believing in its quali- 
ties, but my friend did not seem enthusi- 
astic. He stated he believed his speaker 
had as good qualities as mine. It was 
only when we brought the two together 
and switched from one to the other that 
we had impressed upon us the great dif- 
ference. 

It is not so long ago that all stations 
were operating on 360 meters. Then 
came the heaven-born idea of assigning 
another wave in order to handle the 
great increase in broadcasting traffic. 
We then obtained 400 meters. A great 
cry was heard from many experts and 
others that 400 meters separation was 
not sufficient—-that it was impossible to 
receive from one station while the other 
was operating if both were in the same 
city as the listener. Here was a condi- 
tion that had to be met, and meet it we 
did. By the simple process of improving 
antenna design and a few other minor 
changes everybody was happy again. 


Then came the great increase in the 
number of stations operating or desiring 
to Operate, and it was necessary to al- 
locate a larger number of wavelengths 
or frequencies for this traffic. A plan 
was put into effect whereby a greater 
spread of frequencies was made avail- 
able and stations closely crowded to- 
gether, the separation being but 10 kilo- 
cycles. Again a great howl went up 
among the great and near great of the 
radio fraternity that this was entirely 
too close a spacing and that it would be 
impossible to prevent the ‘beating’ of 
heterodyning of the different stations and 
creating confusion. I admit that when 
the plan was first placed in effect there 
was considerable trouble, but within a 
week or two things began to straighten 
out. 

Since then much progress has been 
made in the development of radio fre- 
quency standards and I believe most 
broadcasting stations now are equipped 
with such devices. These standards en- 
able the stations to remain at least some- 
where near their assigned frequencies. 
We have been informed by the Bureau 
of Standards that the greatest variation 
during last month was about one-tenth 
of 1 per cent. If all stations can do as 
well, and here is no reason why they 
cannot, thés annoyance from the beat 
note-will be considered as solved. 

So you see there is no need of being a 
pessimist as to the future of radio. We 
must meet obstancles before we can 
overcome them. The more obstacles we 
meet the more we will be compelled to 
investigate this latest wonder in the elec- 
trical field and therefore the greater will 
be the development of this activity. 

As an example, take the problem of 
satisfying our curiosity as to what some 
distant station is tranamitting while a 
nearby stafion is on the air. For a time 
[I received many letters from radio listen- 
‘ers complaining about their inability. te 


tune out a local station. Many suggested 
legisiation in order to silence the local 
station. They viewed their problem in 
the light that they were correct and all 
the trouble was caused by the other fel- 
low and that, therefore, something must 
be done to force this other fellow to stop 
by law if necessary. I might say that 
this is a common feeling and I would in- 
clude a@& few radio writers in this cate- 
gory. 

This interference from the local sta- 
tion became quite acute in several 
cities, and it devolved upon the broad- 
casting interests to educate the general 
public. The construction and operation 
of traps, filters, etc., were described and 
now in these very same cities there is 
very little complaint and evervbody is 
happy. However, had the first impres- 
sion prevailed, we would have our statute 
books crowded with regulations and laws 
regulating hours of operation and the in- 
terference problem. 

[I wish to state now that all problems 
and the difficulties in connection with 
radio that may arise can best be solved 
and will be solved by radio engineers 
through invention and development and 
not by politicians and laws. It those 
who talk of laws first get up regulations 
and laws to enforce a more simply con- 
trolled problem, such as prohibition, be- 
fore entering into a field infinitely more 
difficult to regulate. 


We are now confronted with an inter- 
ference problem in the shape of receiv- 
er-reradiation. This makes itself known 
by the whistling sounds, or “birdies,” as 
they are usually called. This, as has 
been explained so often, is caysed by 
nefrhboring receiving se oscillating as 
is the case when receiving on zero beat. 

I have noticed a general tendency on 
some people's part to blame the single 
circuit receiver as the worst offender. 
All regenerative receiving sets which do 
not have a stage or more of radio fre- 
quency ahead of the detector are capable 


of producing these “beats.” It resolves 
itself into the proposition of having some 
regard for your neighbors and keeping 
your receiver from oscillating. 

The most @nsitive point on your dial 
is just before the detector tube begins 
to oscillate. With multiple circuit re- 
ceivers it is very difficult to go over the 
range of wave lengths and keep the tick- 
er adjusted at this most sensitive point, 
as the operator is blest with but two 
hands usually. What does he generally 
do, then? Why, he starts his detector 
oscillating and tunes until he hears a 
carrier wave by the squeal and then he 
clears up the signal. However, in doing 
this, he has disturbed the whole neigh- 
borhood and has had some terrible things 
said about him. 

Now, with a single circuit tuner vou 
can tune all you want without causing 
trouble because this type of receiver has 
usualiy but two controls, that is, the 
tuner dial and ,the tickler adjustment. 
As this type of tuner is designed for the 
normal type of human being, that is, one 
having but two hands, the listener can 
very readily adjust the tuning dial and 
at the same time keep his regenerative 
control or tickler at the proper setting 
without spilling over. 

I have intimated before that ‘“‘neces- 
sity is the mother of invention,” and that 
holds true in the case of reradiating re- 
ceiving sets. Time will cure this evil and 
the more aggravated the situation be- 
comes the eyicker we will find the solu- 
tion. In England “birdies” are prohib- 
ited by law, in fact. a receiver capable 
of reradiation is prohibited, but I have 
been reliably informed that they are a 
nuisance there and very much so. 

In conclusion, let me emphasize that 
radio difficulties and problems will be 
solved by radio engineers and not by 
politicians enacting laws to govern a 
science of which so little is known or 
whose future development can only be 
guessed at.

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HOW TO CARE FOR YOUR BATTERY 


By CAPT. R. S. WOOD. 


(CopsTight. 1974.) 

HE negiected and abused Sorage 

battery is responsible for more radio 

trouble than possibly any other one 
instrument or component pert of a re- 
ceiving set. Next to a mans stomach, 
his storage battery probabiy takes the 
greatest amount of self-inflicted punish- 
ment and is probably responsible for just 
as many of his grouches. 

The majority of radio enthusiasts 
fever pay any-attention to their bat- 
tery until it starts to fail them. Then 
it is given everything Dut a soak with 
a hammer and expected to produce re- 
sults. Because it is sturdy and ruge*edly 
built dees not imply that it will stand 
being abused. If the battery is given 
just a few minutes’ care about every 
geven davrs or so it will mever give ary 
trouble and will always be ready to pre- 
duce when called upon. 

The abuses to which a battery is sub- 
jected are innumerabie, but in all proba- 
bility the so-called “biue-epark™ test has 
the most devastating effect upon it. lis 
a well-known fact that from a  ftuily 
charged battery a sharp biue spark can 
be drawn and conversely a run-down bat- 
tery produces a yellow spark when the 
terminalis are momentarily short-circuit- 
ed. And it is just as well known and es- 
tablished that this method of testing a 
battery is the worst that can possibly be 
used. and incidentally proves very littie 
uniess the battery is well charged, be- 
cause a spark can be drawn from a bat- 
tery that is almost compietely discharged 
and ef ne radio vaive. Demt take a 
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ecrew driver and proceed to give 4 
Fourth of July firecracker demonstr:- 
then across the terminals of the storage 
battery The rate of discharge is 0 
great that it is likely to result in buck- 
ling the piates and. if go other damage 
t= done, will run the battery down im 4 
few minutes. One shower of sparks will 
take more fuice out of the Dattery than a 
couple of evenings work en a five-tube 


Pointers Which Will Help to Prevent Storage 
Battery Frouble. 
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set. Then comes the problem ef re 
charging, with its complications, the pri- 
mary of which is the imagined cost of 
recharging the battery. which incident- 
ally is the cause of many a family spat 
when the electric light bill makes its 4p- 
pearance around the first of the month. 

The actual cost of recharging a bdat- 
tery is very little. It. of course, varies 4 
little, depending tpon the rated amper- 
age of the battery and the price of the 
current. For the average 6-volt §0-am- 
pere battery, a complete recharge will 
not cost more than 12 cents at the very 
outside, irrespective of whether alternat- 
ing or direct current is used. 

sa ‘ a 

The time to recharge a battery is not 
when it is almost run down, but before 
it reaches the half-way mark. The best 
pian is te put it om charge every other 
day or so after it has been used, and re- 
place in a few hours what you have 
taken out of it. In this way the battery 
never gets a chance to even approximate 
a run-down condition and is always ready 
for operation. [If it is not practical to 
put the battery on charge every day or 30, 
it should never be permitted to get be- 
yond the half-discharge peint before be- 
ing put on recharge 

The diligent use of the hydrometer wil 
always give the fan an accurate line 
en the condition of the battery. A fully 
charged unit will give a specific gravity 
reading of 1.300—a haif-discharged bat- 
tery a reading of 1.200 and a conrpletely 
discharged unit a reading of 1.100. The 
voltmeter reading will show a fully 
charged umit as containing 2.2 volts. 

Very often through careless handling 
the lead jumpers between the cells of a 
battery become loosened and corrosion 
sets in, eventually opening the circuit 
between the celis of the Dattery. giving 
rise to considerabie trouble because the 
cells. if the battery is well charged, will 
give a hydrometer test showimg the bat- 
tery te be in good condition. It is here 
that the voltmeter can be used to tdvan- 
tage in locating the broken connection. 


Shaking It Up. 

Not so long ago the writer had occa- 
sion to drop in on a friend who was en- 
countering troubie with a run-dewn bat- 
tery. He lecated the troubie and was 
getting snatches of the program by turn- 
ing off his filament rheostats and then 
picking up the battery and giving it a 
shaking such as is enily imparted by one 
familiar with ve ancient and disused cock- 
tail mixer He explained that only by 
the process of exciting the electroiite. 
thereby ruining one pair of pants and a 
rug. could it be made to work. He then 
would turn the lights en and for a mo- 
ment listen to the concert. which would 
soon fade into inaudibility, necessitating 


. 


another shaking of the battery. Now. as 
a matter ef fact. he could have had the 
same effect by just shutting off his tubes 
and leaving the battery alone for a whiie. 
During a period ef rest the battery re- 
cuperates and builds up sufficiently to 
permit a few minutes of operation. This 
is eited ftust te you_seme idea of 
what a sterage*battery has to contend 
with and still be expected to deliver. 
Suiphated plates are next in the order 
of abuses which put batteries out of con- 


dition. Suiphation is directly due to oo 


mitting a partly run-down battery 
stand for a long period of time in this 
condition. Very often the battery is put 
away for a peried of several months in 
a run-down condition and when put back 
in the set ie useless. It will net held 4 
charge. There is just one way to put the 
battery back im service. Drain out what 
remains of the electrolyte and wash the 
battery thoroughly so as te remove ali 
sediment. Do not try to chip the white 
coating from the plates. as this will re- 
suit in permanent injury to the battery. 
When you are sure that the battery is 
clean. have new electrotyte put in each 
cell and put the battery on a heavy 
charge. The heavy charge will dissolve 
the white crvstalline substance which en- 
crusts the plate. When the last of the 
sulphate has been dissolved the battery 
should be siowly but thereughiy  dis- 
charged and then recharged. It will then 
be im condition to operate the set.

HOW FAR WILL MY 
SET RECEIVE? 


ANY fans continue to ask the ques- 
M tion: “How far will my set re- 

ceive ’” This is not a fair questioa 
to ask of any one. whether he be friend 
er deaier trying to sell a set. 

There are too many factors upon w hich 
the receiving range of any set depends 
for anyone to try t© accurate .y state how 
far it will receive. 

First there is the location of both the 


receiving set and the transmitting sta- | 


tion. it is possibie that the set may be 
ehieided from most distant statiens by 
high bduildings. consequentiy limiting the 
range. The iecation of the broadcasting 
etation With respect to the receiving set 
will sometimes materially affect the re- 
ception from that particular station. 

Weather conditions in both the receiv- 
ing set's lecality and around the district 
ef the transmitter will also affect the 
recepUon. And. by the way. weather 
conditions affect the dial settings of the 
set slightly. so if you de not get a station 
at the usual dial settings, shift them 
sliightiy and it may come in. 

Last. DUT net least. is the operater’s 
ability te tume hm set. Seme <ets take 
much lomger te tune than othere and 
some. no Matter how simple thev took. 
are not emasr to adjust

The operation of the circuit is exeep- 
tionally simple. It throws no burden in 
extra adjustments upon the operator. 
The condenser, C-2, is the only adjust- 
able factor: that is, the condenser should 
be adjusted relatively only to the re- 
ceived signal. Im other words, if you 
were listening to WAAM, the condenser 
would be, say, somewhere about 10 on 
the dial. If you were listening to KSD 
the condenser would be somewhere about 
$0 on the dial. There is a tendency 
in this circuit when resonating on the 
longer waves to reduce oscillation in the 
detector tube. However, ag soon as the 
operator understands this action it can 
be used to full advantage in radio fre- 
quency amplification. The radio fre- 
quency action in this circuit is abeut 
twice as great as in any of the transform- 
er coupled types of radio frequency cir- 
cuits. The operation of the set is about 
the same as it would be hooked directly 
in the aerial circuit. 


It is a fact that you can produce
